CAPITAL AMD THE LOAM 


Twenty-five Years 
Ago To-day 


S OME PEOPLE HAVE OCCASIONALLY 

manifested nervousness about the amount of 
foreign capital which h at work in Canada. Sup¬ 
porters of the present government at Ottawa in other 
tjmet have hinted that the growth, for instance, of 
United Slates investments in this country could bo 
traced to Liberal policies of “over friendliness" for 
our agighbor os the south.

It was at ths home of Oeorge P. 
Baker, who died recently, that Edward 
H. Harrlman went to demand from 
James J. Hill an interest In the Chi¬ 
cago. Burlington and Quincy. Hill, 
backed by the late J. Pierpont Morgan, 
had Just acquired the Burllntton. de¬ 
priving Ibmman'i railroads of an out¬ 
let to Chicago. Hill declined to con¬ 
sider the request. Harrlman has been 
quoted as replying. “Very well: iv Is 
a hostile act and you must take the 
consequences’* 

Harrlman evolved what was a gi¬ 
gantic plan for those days. He learned 
that the Iforgan-Hlll domination of 
th* Northern Pacific depended upon 
somewhat laas than majority control 
of the stock. Becked by Kuhn. Loeb 
and Company, and the National City 
Bank, he quietly began buying up 
Northern Pacific stock, pfenning to 
•natch control away from Hill and hte 
bankers.
